First Steps Towards Prohibition 
Campaign Taken Last Night 


Resolutions Which Will Be Read by 
All Local Pastors to Their Con- 
gregations Were Adopted by 

Anti-Saloon League 
last Night. 


The first step toward a prohibition cam- 
|paign was taken by the Atlanta Anti- 
| Saloon League by the adoption last night 
of resolutions expressive of such a pur- 
pose, coples of which are to be sent to 
every church in the city of Atlanta with 
the request that the congregations either 
adopt or reject them. 

The meeting was held in the Sunday 
schoo] room of the First Baptist church, 
| Judge W. R. Hammond, president of the 
| league, presiding. Addresses were made 
by Judge Hammond, Dr. C. N. Tracy, 
the temperance lecturer; Rev, C..W. Hun- 
nicutt, Rev. A. R. .Holderby, Dr. W. W. 
Landrum and others. 

In calling the meeting to order Judge 
Hammond said the thinking people of 
the city, as of other cities, had reached 
the conviction that the open saloon is one 
of the greatest obstacles to the progress 
of civilization and.the attainment of. the 
highest ideals of mankind and that until 
the saloon be eradicated from our insti- 
tutions we can never attain the fullness 
of our possibilities. 

Dr. Latdrum then arose and offered the 
resolutions, stating that he wished every 
one in attendance at the meeting to ex- 
press himself.on the question raised by 
what he read. It was also moved to have 
copies of the resolutiors sent to each 
minister In the city with the urgent re- 
quest that he have his congregation take 
immediate action on them. 

Everyone who spoke gave his hearty 
endorsement to the resolutions, which in 
the end were adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 


Text of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions follow: 
“Whereas, The saloon traffic is detri- 
mental to the best interests of: society 
and a positive menace to civilization be- 
cause the men who are engaged 


what others, with infinite pains and la- 


ing up; the only excuse for its existence 
being the revenue which comes to pri- 
vate individuals and the public; and 
‘‘Whereas, No amount of revenue can 
compensate the public for the loss of 
the manhood of its citizens, or the in- 
dividual for the impaired vitality and 
moral degradation which follow the 
habitual use of intoxicating liquors; 
“And whereas, the opinion heretofore 
entertained by some, that there is’ no 
harm in the moderate and temperate use 
of alcoholic beverages, but that harm 
only comes from the intemperate and ex- 
cessive use of them, is contrary to hu- 
man experience, and has now been re- 
versed by the unanimous verdict of scien-. 
tific and medical experts, it being dem- 
onstrated that even the moderate use 
of intoxicating liquors, far below the 
point of intoxication, diminishes the pow- 
er of the individual to perform thorougn 
and accurate work of any character 
whatever, and impairs the vitality of 
the system, so that it is no longer pre- 
scribed by the best informed physicians, 
and is excluded from the navies of tne 
most advanced nations of the world; 
“And whereas, the open saloon, with 
its gildeq accompaniments, especially jn 
our large cities, unquestionably promotes 
intemperance, and is.especially seductive 
to young men, unnecessanly exposing 
them to a fascinating temptation, and 
one which in many cases. is irresistible. 
“Now therefore, be it resolved, That 
the Anti-Saloon League, believing that 
the time has come for the universal rec- 
ognition of the truth that there fis nn 
longer the semblance of excuse for me 
further continuance of the retail traffic 
in spirituous liquors, and with the definite 


‘object in view of closing. by law, the 
'nlaces where this traffic is carried on 
‘and banishing forever this 


evil from 
our state, will bend all its energies and 
use all its influence to this end, seeking 
to arouse the public conscience, and to 
create a public sentiment agaia@st this 
monstrous evil, which wil] no longer tvol- 
erate its existence in our midst. 

“and resolved further, That we earn- 
estly call upon the churches and pas- 
tors of our city, and throughout she 
state, to help us in every way practicable 
ang possible, both with moral support 
and encouragement, and with materia! 
assistance, so that we may become able 
to remove one of the greatest hindrances 
to the progress of morality and the 
spread of religion in the earth. We rec- 
ognize the church uhiversal as the great- 
est organized force opposed to evil, and 
fee] that without its help we can do iit- 
tle, but with it we can accomplish great 
results. We earnestly hope and pray 
that our appeal may not be met with in- 
difference.’ !

Situation Becoming Worse Daily 
in Hungary, 


Leaders Are Exerting Every Influ- 
ence to Keep Radical Elements 
in Check, But Are Determ- 
ined to Carry Out Their 
Demands. 


London, September 27.—The correspon- 
dent of The Morning Post at Budapest 


says: 
“The situation here grows worse daily. 


The radical element threatens to swamp 


the moderate party and to hurry the 
country ,into irreparable action. Public 
references to the dynasty are made in 
a tone which it is impossible to repro- 
duce, The principal newspapers urge the 
formation of one great party under Fran- 
cis Kossuth. This is supported by. Kos- 
suth, Count Apponyi and Baron Banffy.”’ 

Other special dispatches represent the 
Situation as serious, but say ‘that it is 
evident that the conservative elements 
hesitate to countenance the driving of 
matters to a point 
would be impossible. 

Will Keep Up Fight. 

The Daily Telegraph's Budapest corre- 
spondent says that extreme excitement 
prevails, accompanied by a determination 
to keep up the struggle to the bitter 
end The correspondent continues: 

“The independent party is believed to 
have secured 100,000 new adherents, 
while the old liberal party has broken 
up. Partisans of Kossuth have also se- 
cured the upper hand in quarters which 
were formerly dominated by the. social- 
ists."’ 

According to correspondence the coali- 
tion leaders are doing everything to keep 
popular excitement from reaching a point 
where it cannot be controlled, realizing 
that the passions of the people have al- 
ready been inflamed by the reports of the 
einperor’s reception and treatment of the 
Hungarian representatives at Vienna Sat- 
urday last and that it might be easy 
to bring about an irreparable disaster. 

The coalition leaders have issued a 
proclamation. stating that they are de- 
termined to eschew all revolutionary 
methods. Kossuth is. quoted as saying 
he believed that the King-emperor would 
yet change his mind and grant conces- 
sions to Hungary. 

Both in Budapest and Vienna,it 4s 
realized that miuch depends on the out- 
come of.‘the great meeting of all the 
coalition parties to be neld at Budapest 
October 3, at which it is understood a 
plan for legalized opposzitian will be for- 
mulated.

“Mr. Morton will aleo report that the 
expert accOuntants have not yet com- 
pleted their work and that it will be 
fully two weeks more before it is con- 
cluded. 

“Enough is already known to enable 
him to say that the securities and real 
estate of the society are all intact and 
that their values approximate those ex- 
hibited by the offtecilal reports. Any 
changes in the value of stocks or real 
estate will be toward conservatism. 

“The expert accountants are far 
enough along with thetr. work for Mr. 
Morton to assure the directors that any 
future disclosure of miscarriage of funds 
probably willl refer to moneys which the 
society might have recelved, but which 
never came into its treatsury with which 
its books do not deal and which have 
never been shown or claimed to be as- 
sete.

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New Orleans, September 26.—More in- 
terest centers here now in the question 
whether or not the yellow fever germ 
is to be discovered as the result of the 
investigations that are in progress than 
in the fever itself, but the public is left 
in much uncertainty by the vagueness 
of the disclosures that have thus far 
been made to the public, and the fact 
that apparently two sets or more of bac- 
terlologists and physicians are engaged 
in the hunt for the microbe. 

It is apparent that they have not been 
working together and there was evidently 
considerable surprise among many ot 
the medical fraternity when preliminary 
results of the investigation were made 
public by one set of investigators through 
the pages of The American Medical Jour- 
nal, , 

‘Dr. Pothier has headed one set of in- 
vestigators. He has had access to the 
emergency hospital, but has done most 
of his work’ in the laboratory of the 
Charity hospital, of which institution he 
is the pathologist. 

The other set of investigators is head- 
ed by Dr. P. E. Archinard, who hous 
high rank as a bacteriologist. Dr. Archi- 
nard’s' work has been principally done 
at the emergency hospital, where Drs. 
Rosenau and Goldberger have also been 
watiching the experiments. 

Dr; Pothier’s Theory. 

Dr. Pothier, in his report, Says a 
careful study of yellow fever blood has 
shown a regular occurrence of certain 
cells hitherto either unnoticed or -not 
described, which seem to be undergoing 
developmental changes, and which can 
be demonstrated in the stomach of a re- 
cently infeste§@ stegomyia. In *irty-five 
Separate cases those cells have only once 
been found after the third day, and then 
on. the fourth. 

It is admitted that the stegomyia only 
becomes infected if she bites the patient 
within ‘the first three days of. illness. 
Dr. Pothier makes no claim that his in- 
vestigations have established the germ, 
but he says that if this same cell is 
found in the body of the mosquito dur- 
ing the twelve days of her infection and 
if it tallies. in every respect with the 
cell in the human blood, he wiu be able 
to announce the discovery. 

Dr. Archinard has written nothing for 
the medical journals nor given anything 
to the public, but Dr. Hamilton P. 
Jones, in charge ot the emergency hos- 
pital, was understcyud to represent him 
when he made a public announcement 
two weeks ago of belief that discoveries 
made att the hospital would lead to the 
identification of the germ. Unofficially, 
now it is intimated that the Archinard 
investigations have developed much of 
value, though neither Dr. Archinard nor 
his representatives lay claim to the dis- 
covery of ‘the germ. 

They are said to have found the blood 
ceTis reported by Dr. Pothier, which, 
it is intimated, is the germ of Sarills, 
and similar to the cells reported by Dr.

Baron Komura Gives Firs! 
- Interview 


Says Victory Will Cause No Change 
_ in Japan’s Policy in Far East. 
No Aggression Will Be 
Attempted by Em- 
’ pire. 


New York, September 26.—Baron Komu- 
ra, Japanese peace plenipotentiary, who 
wil] start for Japan tomorrow, gave out 
tonight the first authentic interview since 
he has been in this country on the peace 
mission, and which he said wouig be the 
last one. 

Baron Komura feels deeply grateful for 
many courtesies and kindnesses exteuded 
during his visit and commended highly 
President Roosevelt’s successful efforts 
in bringing the representatives of Japan 
and Russia together. 

The baron said: 

“In leaving this country for home I 
fee] it my duty to express to the people 
of the United States an assurance of my 
sincere and genuine appreciation of the 
respect. courtesy and friendHness shown 
me during my stay in this country, 

“IT am especially grateful for the many 
attentions and inquiries received from 
all quarters during my recent illness, 
and I.go aome with a most vivid recol- 
lection of the good will and friendliness 
of the Amevican people Zor Japan, which 
has, I am vmvirnced, grown immensely, 
both numerically and in intensity. 

Expresses Regard for President. 

“Availing myself of this occasion, I 
deem it fit. that I should express my higti- 
est appreciation of the disinterested, en- 
ergetic and unremitting efforts of the pres- 
ident for the successful initiaticn and 
consummation of peace, and to him ht- 
manity owes a debt of deep gratitude. 

“As the result of. the war Japan Will 
undoubtedly secure a wel] recognized pv-

sition in the Far East. I have, how-~ 
no hesitation in affirming thaf 
there will be no break in the continuity of 
Japan’s foreign policy. Steadjjy and 
firmly adhering to the policy of peace 


fu] expansion fn corrmerce and industry, 
Japan will devote all her energies with 
renewed vigor to the development of her 
natural resaurces. 

“She will continue, as in the past 
scrupulously to represent the acquired 
rights and legitimate interests of the 
powers in the Far Fast; nor will she al- 
tempt to interfere in ‘the least with the 
logical and legitimate developments of 
those interests. In her pursuit of com- 
mercial and industrial expansion, Japan 
will count upon the cooperation of the 
Tinited States, whose interests in the 
Far East are completely identical with 
her own, and whose traditional friend- 
ship for Japan has found confirmation 
in the appreciative and sympathetic at- 
titude maintained by the American peo- 
ple ‘throughout the tremendous struggle 
in which Japan has béén engaged.

Sir William Crookes has been. making a 
study of these phenomena and concludes 
that the change in glass is not due to ra- 
dium. The sun's rays possess all the 
powers of radium rays only in a vastly 
smaller degree. He believes that the 
long-continued action of the sunlight is 
the cause of the change noticed in the 
color of glass. It was shown some years 
ago that some of the sun’s rays are pre- 
vented from reaching the earth by the 
blanket of the earth's atmosphere, and 
these rays which are taken away are the 
ones -most active in effecting swch 
changes as the one in glass. A striking 
confirmation of this is afforded by fe 
fact that the most rigid coloring has been 
observed at high elevations in tropical re- 
gions. Here the layer of the atmosphere 
ig thinner and the sun’s rays more power- 
ful. Some especially deeply colored spec. 
imens of glass have been found in South 
America in the region of the Andes.

HOLLAND'S BUTTER SYSTEM. 


How It Condtuces to Excellence of 
Product. 


(From The Pall Mall Gazette.) 

Perhaps no more happy meetings be- 
tween Duteh and English have taken 
place for many a long year than those of 
the agricultural editors and journalists 
from England on the one hand and of the 
Ducth farmers and other agricultural au- 
thorities and experts on the other hand. 
The Britishers wanted to see Holland, and 
especially the agricultural districts. The 
achieved. their purpose. 

In the country districts one notices a 
complete absence of excitement; the peo- 
Ple occupy their farm houses, placed at 
intervals of about a mile or more apert, 
and, except for the cattle on the pastures, 
one sees very little of the farmers. [in 
Great Britain we consume a lot of Dutch 
butter, but we are afraid the British pub- 
lic, as well as the retailers and whole- 
salers, are unaware of tre stfides which 
the Dutch people have taken and are 
taking with a view of placing the best 
possible article upon our market. We 
desire, therefore, to say a word on- the 
System of “butter control” as conducted 
in Holtand.. Any farmer or creamery can 
decide to come within the purview of this 
system. If he » then he not only ob. 
tains the advantages it offers, but he is 
also Hable to very heavy penalties i¢ he 
makes attempt by fraud to benefit him- 
self, and by so deing to injure the system 
So perfect is the system of “butter con. 
trol,” that if the farmer o 
sends out adulterated butter 
can be traced to the individ 
creamery, which manwfactureg it 
then, of course, the penalties wouty 
into force, So far those who have 
themselves together have kept fait 
the government, under whose 
the system has been establishes.
